trary, the officer states, the husband 
has given him every assistance possi- 
ble and has aided considerably 
in 


gathering tl^e facts which support the 
theory that the woman was the victim 
of an assassin. 


"The possition and condition of the 


body, "the location of the gun in rela- 
tion to the point where the body was 
found, and the condition of the ground 
itself," said Mr. Foster, "are

selves sufficient evidence to warrant 
an investigation on the theory of mur- 
der.

SUGGESTIONS FOR 


FLOWER GARDENS 


AT NEWARK HOMES 


(Special Advocate Correspondence.) 
Columbus, O.. March n.— 'Prepar- 


ng the ground for the flower gar- 
dan." 
The mild weather that w« are having 


at this time reminds us that we 
hould prepare the ground where the 
lower garden is to be. A few hours 
pent in preparing this flower-bed will 
jay ample dividends in the increased 
irowth of the plants and the number 
of the flowers. 


Flowers will not do well where the 


soil is too wet, but this condition can 
be remedied by either digging out the 
op soil for about a foot or so and put- 
ing about six inches of gravel or 
cinders in the bottom and then re- 
placing the top soil, or else adding 
some additional top soil from some 
other spot and thus increasing the 
evel of the flower-bed above that of 
he surrounding ground by several 
nches. 
Incidentally, the top should 


be so leveled that it will slope up 
rom the front to the back; that is, the 
back of the bed should be several in- 
ches' higher than the front. 


If the soil has grown 
good veg- 


etables it is a fairly sure sign that it 
will grow flowers successfully but if 
t is a heavy clay soil and looks "poor" 
t should be enriched by adding sever- 
al inches of manure or street-sweep- 
n?s. If sand is convenient to get, the 
exture of clayey soils may be im- 
jroved by spreading about an inch or 
wo over the surface of the flower-bed. 
Fine wood ashes" or coal ashes may be 
ised instead of sand. Leaf mold from 
he woods is an excellent thing but is 
lard to get in the cities. After apply- 
ng the manure to tlje soil, the whole 
bed should be spaded thoroughly to 
mix it with the. dirt. Break up all 
clods to make the seed bed as uniform 
as possible. 


Should there be a desire to have an 


extra-fine flower-bed that will surpass 
all the neighbors', the thing to do is 
to go to the feed store and purchase 
some bone-meal and apply it at tho 
•ate of a pint to each square foot of 
lower bed. Nitrate of soda may be 
purchased from the drug store for a 
:ew cents a pound, but should it.be 
used instead of bone-meal, only apply 
about a tablespoonful to each square 
foot as it is much more concentrated 
ban the bone-meal. The cost of either 
is so small as to be almost negligible. 
In clay soils about a pint of lime-dust 
o the square foot will benefit 
the 
slants. 


There is growing, in Ohio, a wide- 


spread interest in the beautification of 
tomes, schools, and places of business, 
through the planting of trees, shrubs, 
and vines. The College of Agriculture 
feels that this inclination should be 
encouraged and it will assist any whp 
may be so disposed. 


Those who desire help in planning 


:heir planting schemes should send to 
he "extension service," College of Ag- 
riculture, Columbus, O., a diagram or 
sketch of thc-ir lot, showing the loca- 
tion and approximate shape and size 
of buildings. 
The - location of other 


buildings, roads, steps, walks, trees, 
shrubs, and other features that may be 
present, and that may affect the plant- 
ing should be indicated. Indicate the 
size of your plot by showing various 
dimensions and also give a brief de- 
scription of the premises. 


Nothing elaborate or expensive will 


attempted, but the suggestions will 
within the reach of everyone's 


jocketbook. There is no charge for 
this service, but requests should be 
made as soon as possible, so there will 
be time to l-uy plants, etc.

Petrograd, March 11.—Via Lon- 


don—A re-grouping of the German 
forces in Northern Poland and the 
commencement of a new attempt up- 
on 'Przasnysz lias been noted by the 
general staff of the Russian army. 


This movement is being made in 


considerably greater strength than 
was the recent operation in the di- 
rection of Przasnysz wliich termin- 
ated in not only local defeat for the 
Germans, but in the general retire- 
ment of all the German lorces in the 
direction of their own frontier. 


The discontinuance of operations 


along the Niemen river makes it pos- 
sible for the Germans to send a large 
number of troops from this district 
to reinforce the men advancing from 
Korjile in the direction 
of Mlawa 


and Przasnysz. This transfer, as us- 
ual, 
is affected with .lightning like 


speed by means of the German rail- 
roads and the forces in this neigh- 
borhood have been further augment- 
ed by drafts of the new 
1915 
re- 


cruits. 
Having accomplished a re- 


grouping of the forces and leaving 
only enough in Augustowo district to 
protect the left flank of the German 
army besieging' Ossowetz, an impor- 
tant battle already is under way on 
a long front paralleling the Narew 
river. 
One of the German motives 


of this new alignment of force prob- 
ably is to strengthen their position 
before Ossowetz. 


In the absence of official informa- 


tion concerning Ossowetz, it is as- 
sumed that this engagement is still 
going on without a decision having 
been reached. 
Furthermore, 
it is 


not improbable that in the near fu- 
ture the battlefield in the vicinity of 
Przasnysz again will 
become 
the 


scene of new conflicts. 
In the meanwhile along the Pilica 


river, there 
have been occurring 


daily engagements of secondary im- 
portance in 
which 
the 
Russians 


would appear to have been success- 
ful, notwithstanding the German at- 
tacks and the fact that the Germans 
have taken many Russian prisoners. 


Fighting near Gorlitza and Oujok. 


in the Carpathians, indicates that the 
Austrians after their defeat in the 
Stanislau district on their right, flank 
decide to transfer the center of op- 
eration to the left flank, where they 
have been successful in pushing for- 
ward slightly.
